Many of us read newspaper articles 


«nd books, listen to lectures and give 
tdvlce on household management. But 
tve forget to loot at our own kitchens. 
Here are some pointed and pertinent " 
luestlons for you to csk yourself: 


Is your kitchen properly lighted! 


Is a shsdo-w cast on the sink by the 
person who washes dishes 5 Very often 
the only light In a small kitchen Is 
in the center and, as the sink Is al- 
ways at the side of the room. It Is 
awkwardly plated for" the one who - 
washes dishes after lights are on. An 
old-fashioned oil lamp placed on a wall 
bracket to the UTt of the sink and a foot 
or so above the tesd remetlies this de- 
fect. 
Another rtmodjr consists In 


screwing a double fixture In the elec- 
tric light socket In the center of the 
room aad froiu one socket otthla run- 
r.ics a drop light to a hook above the 
slut. 


Probably you cook by* gas. If yon 


do. Is tha stove In perfect working 
condition? Is the force of the gas what 
it ought to be? Do til the stops turn 
easily and are they tight? Is there 
any odor of escaping gas about the 
stove? It costs only a few cents to ' 
keep a gas stove In ship-shape, and 
if there is 'any defect In years yoa 
should send Immediately for a repair 
man. If yon cook by coal: Ar« the 
dranjhts clear and. what they ought 
to be? It not only saves feel, but 
saves your own strength to have all 
these things attended to. 


Is your refrigerator In a convenient, 


place? Ideally It should be In a recess 
accessible to both the kitchen and the 
porch, so that the Ice man can fill It 
without going through the kitchen. It 
should not be* near the stove. Yet 
the amount Of Ice saved by having 
the refrigerator In the cellar Is usual- 
ly ^'counteracted by the consequent 
fatigue of the cook or housewife. So 
have, your refrigerator placed as con- 
veniently for everybody as possible. 
See that the drain Is clean and that It 
does not leak. If there are any very 
large cracks In the refrigerator Us- 
ing, they should be repaired. 


Are the cooking Implements con- 


venient to the places where they are 
used? Are the kettles and frying pans 
within arm's reach of the stove? Are 
soup ladles, basting spoons*and meat 
forks •within the same easy distance? 
Are dlshpan and draining pan, with1 
dish mop, clothes, soap and scouring 
Implements, all neatly placed about tha 
riakj 


Have you a comfortable place to ralr 


cakes, puddings and other dishes? 
There Is no reason why yon should not 
be seated for a good deal of the cook- 
Ing. A high stool Is comfortable «tiri 
| easy to nor* about If possible, ft 
shelf or table beneath * window la a 
good work table for the cook or house- 
wife.

The third important Una of work consisted in the improvement of the grayi 
crops. 
This was dona in two ways. 
First, by helping them treat all their 


seed for the prevention of smut. 
Last year at the State Grain Show, One- 


ida county had the best sample of oats exhibited both in grain and sheaf 
and also second best sample cf spring wheat. 
The farmers have found so 


far that the pedigree grains out-yield the common ones and are much better 
in quality. 
For 18 weeks the Agricultural Representative taught Agriculture in 


the Training school, we consider this work very important, for were it not 
for this agricultural training a large percentage of the rural teachers would 
begin their country schools with no knowledge whatever of the fundamental 
principals of agriculture. 
Besides the main phases of the work the County Representative takes 


up individual problems of the farmers with them. 
Better dairy rations 


are worked out, profitable commercial fertilizers selected crop rations plan- 
ned, 
silos built, buildi.ngs planned, potatoes and seed grains bought and 


sold, and live stock improved. 
It is the business of the County Representative to call on every farmer 


who asks for his services and then to far as possible visit every other farmer 
in the cour.ty, but the territory is large and the visiting time limited. 
For 


this reason any farmer wishing the services of the Agricultural Representa- 
tive should feel free to call upon him or write him at any time. 
Every 


farmer will be given prompt attention and each call taken care of in the 
regular order. 
Ihe ultimate object of this work is to make Or.eida county a more 


desirable place in which to live both in a financial and social way, and any 
help toward the furtherance of this cause will always be appreciated.

Bobbie Burns, the dauntless mar- 


shal_of Williams, spent most of his

One Sunday morn- 
ing a few months after prohibition

State and National banks in Arizona 
increased i?3.0W»,W>0 during the same 
period of prohibition. At one 
of 


the logging camps of northern Ar- 
izona recently the superintendent 
from headquarters was handed 
a 


bundle of checks, many of them 
three and four 
months old, and 


requested to deposit Iher.i in 
Ihe 


bank to the credit of the 
different 


owners. These men had never saved 
when the saloons were running. 
This was the beginning of the vice 
of thrift. 


In Tombstone ladies selJom walk- 


ed on the north side of the main 
business block of the camp. There 
was a whole block in Phoenix that 
was under the ban, and almost ev- 
ery city and town in the state had 
certain portions of the business dis- 
ricls that were shunned by women. 
Mothers admonished their children 
against passing on that particular 
side of the street. These plague 
spots have shrunk; many of them 
have disappeared altogether. 


I examined the records of the 


sherifTs offices and city police sta- 
tions in ten counties of the twelve 
that were "wet" in 19H.

the federal - government 


will give a much, larger appropria- 
tion than ever before for the sup- 
port of 
the 
Wisconsin National 


guard, 
the Wisconsin 
legislature 


will have to increase its appropria- 
tion if approximately 10,000 men are 
to be mustered into th<) guard_ as 
provided for under the new federal 
legislation. Armories" will have to be 
provided for the new companies and 
it is likely that some regulations as 
lo the state status of the guard will 
be requested. 


Thus it is understood that one of 
he initial bill* which will be nut 
into the legislature on the quesuon 
of the .National guard will be a bill 
providing that the present regiments 
of the National guard shall not" be 
disorganized in the organiration of 
the new. regimental units. Geogra- 
)hical reasons would probably call 
'or the reorganization of the guard 
under entirely new regimental units.

J915, figures show. 
Up to and including November 30, 
ten men have been killed in the 
northern woods while hunting deer, - 
while twenty died daring the per- 
od from Sept. 1 to the opening of 
She duck hunting season, to Nov. 
11. In'1915, five were killed, and 
in 1914, twenty-four died.

000 nimrods invaded the 
wooded

sections of northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan this year. The .demand 
for licenses was larger • than ' for 
some lime past. 
The "one buck" law, which _went 


into effect a year ago was believed

in 1915. Since Ihe hunters have be- 
come used to the operation of the 
law, it is belived that they have 
become more careless. One case is 
recorded of a hunter who was

Five persons were seriously In- 
jured in Wisconsin during the pres- 
ent season and three in the north- 
ern peninsula. Thirty-eight 
were . 


slightly hurt in Wisconsin, and 12 
slightly injured. In addition, five 
were seriously hurt, and thirtytwo 
slightly, previous to the opening of 
Ihe deer season.

With the coming of cold weath- 
er and its effecls on laying be- 
cause of the extra energy birds 
require to keep their bodily heat, 
every 
poullryman 
turns 
his 
thoughts to the type of house that 
will best keep his birds warm and 
allow them to put sorce of their 
energy into egg production. 


\Vhere any attempt is made 
lo 


house fowls in an up-to-date man- 
ner, some form of the curtain-front 
house is used more than any other 
because it is an arrangement that 
may be applied to almost any kind 
of house . If constructed along the 
right lines, it supplies the birds 
v.-ith plenty of fresh air at all times, 
yel eliminates the danger of drafts. 


Lnhke the fresh-air f.vpe, 
the 
curtain front house is not a fool- 
proof house, 
for 
the ventilating 


openings must be adjusted to meet 
Ihe varying weather conditions, and 
Ihe house therefore" re<mires more 
or leis constant attention. It of- 
ten happens lhat Ihese houses are 
poorly handled through ignorance, 
neglect, or because tnc owner 
is 
not always present when changes 
should be made. 


With the successful use of hous- 
es of- this style depending so much 
on the attention given them, it is 
but natural thai there should be 
considerable ^variation- in 
results 


obtained. However, since the larg- 
est and best poultry plants are ris- 
ing curtain fronts to a great extent, 
it would indicate that they are a 
desirable house when handled in- 
telligently. The curtain-front ar- 
rangement, should appeal strongly 
lo those who look upon a 
house 


with the front open at all times as 
loo extreme. 


The idea of the curtain-front is 
to allow a gradual interchange of 
air between the inside and outside 
of the house, this being made pos- 
sibly by the porous -nature of the 
clolh used. In winter, air filters 
through the mesh of the coth, sup- 
plying fresh air in the building 
and at Ihe same -lime preventing 
drafts. \or need you feel that Ihe 
use of cloth will make a cold house, 
because it has been proven 
that 


cloth affords 
a betler protection 


against cold than glass windows. 
Loosely woven "muslin is the best 
cloth for the curtain. Cheesecloth 
is too porous in severe weather 
and canvas would be found 
too 
heavy- 


\\Tiile white material, kept clean, 


as it must be to serve its purpose. 
will permit a certain amount 
of 


light to pass through, it has been 
found lhal muslin covered openings 
alone are not desirahle. 
Without 
some glass windows 
the house 
would be too 
dark for comfort 


when the front must be kept closed 
in cold or stormy weather. Do not 
run to the other extreme and use 
loo much glass because this 
will 


make Ihe house cold al night, and 
too warm in the. daytime. 


The extent to which the front of 


the- house is taken up with glass 
and cloth-covered openings 
will 


depend upon the depth of Ihe build- 
ing and there is no set rule 
for 
their arrangement. You will 
be 


pretty nearly right if you allow one 
square foot of glass lo each 
15 
square feet of floor _space in the 
building and then give' twice 
as 


much space to Ihe cloth openings 
as to the glass.. Except with a very 
lo-,v building, say under C feel, the 
different 
windows or 
openings 
should be 2- 
floor on Ihe 
, 


which will allow the winter sun- 
shine to penetrate well lo Ihe rear 
of Ihe building. In an extra large, 
deep house, it is a good plan 
to 
have a few long, narrow windows 
above the regular openings on the 
front, close lo the roof 
so 
that 


more light and sunshine will reach 
the rear of Ihe house. By opening 
these windows in the summer Ihe 
hfat in the high point of the build 
inj? will find a good outlet. 


In using cloth, tack it lo a frame. 


(1x3 
inch 
strips 
will 
answer,) 


hinging 'this at the top so that in 
pleasant weather it can be swung 
up inside the building and hooked 
to the ceiling. With the front open- 
ed up in his way plenty of fresh 
air will -enter the building during 
jhedayand it is only in the coldest 
and 
stormiest 
-weather lhal 
the 


fowls would 
not be 
comfortable 
with this arrangement. 
At night 


the front of Ihe house is closed ac- 
cording to Ihe weather, bul don't 
depend on the cloth openings for 
ventilating except when the tem- 
perature goes considerably 
below 


the freezing point. In mild winter 
weather allow the windows to re- 
main open a little al night but al- 
ways make sure that a draft will 
not strike Ihe birds while at roost. 
Don't build your houses too shal- 
low for this shortens the diUance 
between the roosts and the front 
openings and you will then, have to 
keep a closer watch on your venti]- 
ators to guard against the pjossibili- 
ly of a current of fresh air strik- 
ing the birds at roosl.
